*k CANADA. 401 MCW kHz, Nov 28 at 0734 UT, dash and YPO, 500 watt ND 
beacon in Peawanuck, Ontario. First audible tuned to 402 USB where 
mixing with HU Hutchinson KS really on 404. Only one logged before 
offdozing tonight despite entire continent clear of any Blitzstorms. 


YPO, logged a number of times since Dec 8, 2018 when I appended:

“Radio Havana Cuba (RHC) English heard on 9700 kHz this morning [Nov 
26], instead of 6165 kHz, from 0520 UTC tune-in. In parallel to 
regular strong 6000 kHz. At 0600 UTC, 6000 and 9700 were joined by 
usual frequencies 5040 6060 and 6100 kHz in English. 9700 is difficult 
to hear here in the UK as Voice of Turkey uses 9700 in Turkish 
0400-0700 UTC. But RHC was audible further west in USA on 9700 using 
KiwiSDRs e.g. in Kansas or Colorado. (RHC had used 9700 in B20 period 
for a few weeks from November 2020 but then had reverted to 6145 if I 
remember correctly).

Note: the official RHC B21 sked shows the Antillas angle goes from 
9710 to 9650 at 0000-0500, yet to be confirmed. Both appear in green 
for reasons unknown (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x CUBA [and non]. Checking out what RHC is doing during prime time, 
UT Mon Nov 29, where something is always multiply wrong: 


New 9700 is already on at 0217 in English about José Marti, S$9+15/20. 
This is also splashing upon 9710 where RHC is still in Spanish, only 
S9+10 and also distorted with music. NOT (yet?) on 9650 replacing 9710 
as per official schedule. And // 5040. 9710 still at 0353. 


6000 is the only 49m channel on the air at 0233 and in English. 9700 
apparently replaces 6165, good news for 6160- WBCQ. 6000 still RHC 
English at 0655. 


9700, at 0353 RHC English has faded way down and is now about equal to 
CCI from Voice of Turkey IS, prior to 0400 Turkish which is 
legitimately registered here until 0700, 500 kW at 310 degrees for W 
Europe, but also USward. Rechecked at 0505, 9700 RHC is now back to VG 
$9+27 and no sign of TRT - which has its own erroneous issues. But at 
Q557, 9700 bears nothing but Turkish music, no more RHC, which a 
previous night stayed on 9700 only in English well past 0700.

Also at 0602, still no 6165 or 6145 English even tho 9700 is not 
on either. At 0654, 9700 does bear the TRT IS again, S2-S8 with 
flutter.

What surprises me is how 
strong it is into Missouri SDR, S9/+15, much better than I ever get it 
direct; until 0232*, and SAM shows carrier offset minus 5.8 Hz (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx EGYPT. 9899.59v, Nov 30 at 2212, R. Cairo still trying, strong but 
extremely distorted in talk which is probably English; via UTwente 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xxk EGYPT. 9900V, Dec 1 at 2108, R. Cairo S8-S9 into UTwente, but the 
worst sound yet! Extremely distorted talk, language unknown. Synch 
mode driven crazy, trying to lock onto, but rapidly going in and out 
of lock with exact frequencies flashing too quickly to copy, but some 
of them about 9899.742, 9899.867 and occasionally on plus side like 
9900.027. 2113 adding random tones to mix, not sure if transmitted or 
messing up the SDR.

The penultimate letter may be wrong, but am rather sure 
there are xthreex numbers in it. However searching QRZ.com on TM220xxx 
we get one hit:

from 2020 qsl only via Buro France QSL: F4GFE,REF BUREAU - NO E.QSL** 
which was a special event in 2018y about the 220th anniversary of 
**The Battle of the Pyramids, also known as the Battle of Embabeh, was 
a major engagement fought on July 21, 1798 during the French Invasion 
of Egypt...°° --- so another such TM220 call is possible, but why 
can't I find it? Perhaps some of our hams know about it (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


**x KASHMIR [non]. 15170, Nov 30 at 1607 check, not only direct but at 
UTwente, no signal from Kashmir Civitas for the second Tuesday in a 
row, Via ROMANIA; so last week's absence not a fluke, suspended again

xk US A. 2097.3 CW, Nov 27 at 0730 UT, the single-letter beacon A is 
back!!! JBA. I bandscan past here almost every night and have always 
been alert for it since last logged in *2020x: 


““UNIDENTIFIED. 2097.3, May 31 at 0619 UT, single-letter beacon A is 
JBA in noise level, every dekasecond. Altho a reliable source has 
assured us it is not heard as a local signal in Quartzsite AZ, I see 
in classaxe.com it is still placed in Quartzite [sic] with a period of 
10.14 seconds, last logged by anyone there 2020-08-05. QZ is about 17 
miles from the CA border on I-10°° 


With a 10-second period, one must park on 2097 USB for at least that 
long. I keep listening a while and find it has sometimes faded out. It 
barely makes it vs noise level of S7-S8 in USB mode, or S8-S9 in AM 
mode. Now not to be found on classaxe nor LWCA lists. Also note the 
numerical date cited **2020-08-05°*, but that was posted on May 31, 
2020, when Aug 5 would have been in the future.
